NEWS OF A PERSONAL NATURE. BEDFORD HEADS FOR 


Joseph Bundy, a well-to-do 
Rock 
county farmer, shot Isaac Saxton, pro­ 
prietor of the Saxton House in Darien, 
in a dispute about about a horse trade 
t h is DOOD. 
Bundy escaped and officers in every 
surrounding town have been notified. 
One of Saxton o mea who came from 
Darien to 
Janesville at 
1 o’clock, 
said that Saxton was dying. 
The 
bullet went in over his left temple 
Bundy, who is about forty-five years 
old. married the widow of Copeland 
Cutter and moved to the Ransom farm 
west of Emerald Grove about a week 
ago. 
He was closing up some of his 
deals in Darien today when the shoot­ 
ing occurred. 
Several people stood near when Sax­ 
ton was shot, but while they were 
caring for Saxton Bundy escaped. 
He 
is supposed to have gone 
to White­ 
water, but men were started out for 
Emerald Grove, Clinton, 
Janesville 
and other points in hopes of catching 
him. 
L. L. Thomas who drove to Janes­ 
ville to notify Reek county officers was 
standing at Saxton's side when the 
shot was fired. 
"Saxton was dying when I came 
away,” said Mr. Thomas "The whole 
thing came so quickly that I hardly 
know how it occurred.” 
Chief Hogan received a telegram 
this afternoon giving the following 
description of Bundy:' 
Five foot, ten inches high, weight 
165 pounds, gray snit of clothes, 
b**own bat, hair short and slightly 
gray, and light mustache 
Bundy claimed that Saxton owed 
bim $10 on a horse trade and Saxton 
claimed he o'wed nothing. 
They had 
words and the lie was pasted. 
Bundy 
whipped out bis pistol and fired with­ 
out giving warning. 
He had bought the revolver twenty 
minutes before in a hardware store 
and bad the clerk load it. 
He went directly from the hardware 
store of the Saxton Honse, where the 
old discussion over the horse trade 
was renewed. 
After the shooting Bundy walked 
away quietly to where his horse was 
hitched; unsnapped the hitching strap 
aud left it hanging to the post, and 
drove out of town, looking back to see 
if anybody was following. 
Before he got into the buggy he 
threw his revolver into a c urn patch 
and Saxton’s son went over aud p'ck- 
ed it up. 
Bundy bad a good chance to escape 
as he was driving one of the best road­ 
sters in the county—a brown horse 
with star on forehead, spotted all over 
from effects of distemper. 
Bundy was caught late this after­ 
noon.
